THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION. 
President Rooievolt Appoint* Thursday, 
Nov. 28. at Thanksgiving Day. 

President Roosevelt has set apart Thurs¬ 
day, Nov. 28 as Thanksgiving Day. 

The proclamation follows : 

“Once again the season of the year has 
come when, In accordance with the cus¬ 
tom of our forefathers for generations 
past the President appoints a day as the 
especial occasion for all-our people to 
give praise and thanksglng to God. 

“During the past year we have been 
free from famine, from pestilence, from 
war We are at peace w ith all the rest of 
mankind. 

“Our natural resources are at least 
great as those of any nation We believe 
that In ability to develop and lake advan¬ 
tage of the resources the average man of 
this nation stands at least as high as the 
average man of any other. Nowhere else 
iu the world is there such an opportunity 
for a free people to develop to the fullest 
extent all its power of body, of mind and 
of that which stands above both body 
and mind, character. 

“Much has been given ns from on high 
and much w ill rightly be expected of us in 
return Into our care the 1 <) talents have 
been entrusted ; and we are to be pardoned 
nolthcr If we squander and we waste 
them, nor yet if we hide them in a napkin 
for they must be fruitful iu our hands. 

“Ever throughout the ages, at all times 
and among all peoples, prosperity has been 
fraught with danger, uml It bcehooves us 
to beseech the giver of all things that we 
may not fall Into love of ease aud of lux. 
ury; that we do not lose o ir sense of moia' 
responsibility; that we may not forgot 
our duty to God and to our neighbor. 

“A great democracy like ours, a demo¬ 
cracy based upon the principles of order¬ 
ly liberty, can be perpetuated only If In 
the heart of tho ordinary citizen there 
dwells a keen sense of righteousness and 
justice. We should earnestly pray tlint 
this spirit of righteousness and justice 
may grow evei greater lu Uie hearts of | 
all of us, and that our souls may be in¬ 
clined evermore both toward the virtues 
that tell for gentleness and tenderness, 
for loving kindness and forbearance one 
with another and toward these uo less 
necessary virtues that make for maullness 
ami rugged hardihood, for without these 
qualities neither nation uor individual can 
rise to the level of greatness.

It 
win not *<> \ <-ry long ««»» that the bnyerai 
mint. *aw. t‘»«.k sample* and went away, 
h av ing no order* behind They saw the 
extenaive assortment of fine goods; they 
knew that the goods were carefully and 
honestly made of good materials; they 
were Informed that on account of the In- 
creased cost of production prices of the 
iltii-h'd products of the shoe factories 
would n -t be lowered. Then they dodged, 
and gave the waiting manufactujer no 
im "iirngenn-nt for the future. The hope 
wn* cherished Dint by objecting to the 
mntiufac turer's figure* ami demurring 
.ti purchasing, the manufacturer would 
be batted Into concessions, In order to 
keep hi* factory busy, and prices which 
were considered too high would be forced 
dow n 

The call for heavy good* Increases 
Coltler weather I* necessary everywhere 
In order t“ stimulate the retail trade Into 
seasonable activity, but the Improvement 
In preparation is noticeable There Is n 
better call for standard lines of men's 
wear Good contracts have been made 
for calf boots; creedmores attd creoles 
are being ordered In large volume. Wo- 
men's standard goods have Incruiscd In 
sales Fine lines of which retailers make 
specialties are being ordered In quantities 
wlilcb are above the average, w hich In¬ 
dicate* that the general tendency of cus¬ 
tomers t<» require the best grade goods Is 
not abating but rntber increasing. 

Spring business Is still In embryo. 
Salcstneu are developing the trade, and 
some good orders have been tecelved. 
The awakening to lhe need of fall buying 
will have an influence on the business and 
manufacturers are feeling confident that 
a busy working sensoti Is before them. 
In some shops cutting fur spring has al¬ 
ready begun, but at present these are ex¬ 
ceptional, ns there is something to do In 
lining duplicate orders. 

Some manufacturers are reporting <11(11- 
eulty In manning their factories. A 
Haverhill manufacturer has stated that he 
never knew a time w hen competent labor 
was so scarce os row, and even Incom- 
petent workers are dllllcult to secure, 
nn this account shoe factories cannot run 
up to the limit of capacity, which prevents 
the acceptance of certain contracts and 
hluders delivery Manufacturers ore 
learning that they must educate their 
workers in manual-training schools, and 
schools where shoemaking especially is 
taught, If they would have intelligent 
workers in the future. 

The stimulus Injected Into the shocmak- 
lug ami selling trade ulso effects the pro¬ 
duction and sale of leather, shoe manu¬ 
facturers have uot been carrying stocks 
beyond their immediate needs. They are 
now beginning to urge the Immediate de¬ 
livery of contiucted supplies, and new 
purchasers Insist on prompt delivery. 
There is u steady demand for calf leather 
and many houses are sold up so far ahead 
that they cannot take large orders. All 
upper stock is active; colored kid sells 
well; splits are In demand. Shiny leath¬ 
ers, while moving steadily, are not so 
much in request as a year ago. Solo lea¬ 
ther is selling rapidly, new orders being 
enough to clear the market. 

Prices ott all goods are linn and at pres¬ 
ent the Indications of change are slight. 
Any drop seems out of the question. 

Colored kid is developing in value as 
the demand for colored shoes is Increas¬ 
ing so rapidly. Orders for spring are 
large, making the demand for the leather 
greater than ever before. Next season is 
to 1 m an important one for colors, aud as 
brown is to be the standard, the tnanu- 
facturers are calling for large quantities of 
kill leather in golden-brown aud chocolate 
shades, ami prices are advancing. It is 
stated that for this season the black kid 
is less expensive and concesslonsa are 
being given on purchases.—Boston Even¬ 
ing Transcript.

Almost ever;, tilts* I i 
tile west was hostile and "Ut «*!i tilt* 
warpath, nnd when oiut* we ha 1 left 
llu* frontier Ik* hlml us nil the talk was 
of tin* red man find Ills way <*f lighting 
nnd Ills floudlsh cruelties There v.oiild 
U* no such thing ns fear with the old 
veterans of the Army of 1 1n* I'otomitc, 
lint we often wondered how our boy 
would take It. lie was no boaster, lie 
never said whether he Would run oi 
light, but lb* fought. 

(hie day the Sixth was ordered out 
to follow a broad trail and bang to It 
until we had come uy with tin* war 
party and punished It. At n certain 
point we divided Into three e-Oumns. 
Half an hour later tin* first column 
walked Into an ambush with Its uvea 
wide open. \Ve were greenhorns at 
Indian lighting. Half a dozen men 
had fallen when the colonel looked 
nroutnl for his bugler. Tin* lad had 
lH*en one of tin* Brst to fall. Tin* other 
columns must come to our relief or 
We should Ik* wiped out We could 
neither advance nor retreat, and tin* 
hidden redskins offered us no target 
tt was then that little Dick dropped 
tin* carbine he had taken from a dead 
trooper’s hands, nnd. running forward. 
In* seized tin* bugle from the grip of 
tin* dying lad and shouted: 

•■All right, colonel; I know what you 
want." 

The other eolurnns had heard tin* 
sound of the Bring, but had made no 
move. It was only when they heard 
the notes of tin* bugle telling that we 
were In sore straits flint they came 
gallojdng down and helped us win a 
victory. 

I don’t know how they llxed It, but 
from that day on little Dick was one 
of Hn* regular buglers. It took hint 
nwny from us much of bis time, but 
when l;e had half an hour to spare 
In* wns bn*-!; "home" with us. it was 
In tin* early summer when we headed 
out on the plains. Fer months we 
fought the red mnn whenever nnd 
wherever we could bring him to lmy. 
As autumn came we pressed hint far¬ 
ther and farther toward his winter re¬ 
treat, and one blustering day tin* com¬ 
mand wns divided to deal him a stag¬ 
gering blow.

Wo routed and 
pursued them, nnd It wns after the 
pursuit ended that Hugler Pick was 
found to be among tin* missing. Ills 
bugle calls had l>eon heard all through j 
the light, nnd men hail seen him smll- j 
lng and laughing under hot fire, but 
ns we went Into camp nnd tin* roll was | 
called there v.as no one to answer to 
the name. 

Many good men hud fallen that dny. 
Potprade had lost comrade, and In at 
least three eases brother had lost 
brother, but as tin* night came down 
It seemed that In losing little Dick we 
had lost the one most beloved In tin* 
whole command. In the bright moon¬ 
light half a hundred of us forgot our 
weariness and hunger and hunted for 
him. We searched tin* open platu, the 
dark ravines, the thickets and the wil¬ 
low fringed streams. We f"Uiul our 
dead nnd wounded, nnd we found the 
stark forms of a hundred savages, but 
we did not find the one we sought. 
Tty the time the sun rose It became 
plain that Ptiglcr Pick had somehow 
been taken prisoner and spirited away.

It 
was only when they discovered what 
a small command wo were that they 
rallied nnd laid In ambush for us In a 
great ravine. NY<* believed them still 
Hying nnd were rldltlg Into the Jaws of 
death, out **f which n<> man would 
have emerged alive, when we heard 
bugle mils. There was an Instant halt 
while every ear was strained to catch 
the sound again. Then -Ido men seemed 
to call out In chorus: 

"That’s Bugler Pick that’s our 
lw»y!"

Weymouth Loics One of Ha Moat Valu* 
abla Citizens. 

Although lie lias been out of health for 
some time, the community was startled 
ou Tuesday to learn that Levi B Curtis, 
after but a day or two of confinement to 
ids home, had passed from time to 
eternity. 

Mr Curtis w a* a native of Connecticut 
and was horn in Meriden, that state, 
August loth, 1843 lie was hardly l* 
years of age when the first gun* of the 
Civil war opened on Fort Sumpter, and 
like thousands of olhera It stirred his 
young blood aud he at once enlisted in the 
l.’tth Conn Regiment and served during 
the war when he was honorably dis¬ 
charged aud became a clllieu of North 
Weymouth and the rest of his life has, 
excepting when traveling for business or 
pleasure, been spent lo the village which 
he theu chose for a home and which lias 
been houored by his many ai ts for Its w el¬ 
fare aud general improvement 

Few, if any, meu lu the Culled Slates 
were so well knowu iu the manufacture 
of fertilizer* as Mr Curtis an<l for 42 
years he was connected with the Bradley 
Fertilizer Co, most of that time as a 
' memlrer of the hoard of directors an 1 
general superiuteudeut lie wa» one of 
the American Agricultural Chemical Co. 
aud figured largely lo building their sev¬ 
eral plains iu different parts of the coun¬ 
try The Bradley Pulverlzlug Co of Bos¬ 
ton aud the Weymouth Light aud Power 
Co also found in him a valuable member 
of their boards of directors 

While au active business mau, Mr 
Curtis was no less a domestic and social 
man Iu lsOs he married ML-s Alice M 
Cushing of North Weymouth ami the

The Cleveland vv:i- then a-slgned i*» th«* 
l'nlted State* European fleet, which con 
stated of the l’ S S tily mphi, llag-ldp 
of Bear Admiral T F lew ell, and the 
cruiser* Baltimore ami Cleveland The 
U. s s Dos Molm • J »li i I the *q ladroti 
at Clierhourg, Franee, iu the fall "f P'"f 
The llect steameil o it of Peiisacoln har¬ 
bor on the morning "f May '•. P' M. imund 
for Guantanamo Bay. Cuba All hands 
laid In a supply of Cuban cigars before 
leaving for European waters. The next 
port at which the fleet stopped was Si 
Thomas, Danish West Indies, when* alii 
tlu* coal hunkers were tilled t«» the iitmo-t 
capacity preparatory f-»r the inn acros- 
the Atlantic. 

At St. Thomas the native women do the 
coaling, and it is very Interesting to see 
them run about with a bushel basket of 
coal on their heads. Five hundred tons 
of coal was put alioar I the Cleveland lu 
this manner in less than five hours The 
women receive f«»r their labor one cent 
for each basket of. oal carried aboard 
The trip across the Atlantic was made 1 
in about twelve days When about two 
days off the Azores Islands the sea got 
very rough and it heeame urn ssary for ] 
the squadron to slow down (Ml the 
morning of May 28, p*»4, the European 
squadron entered the harbor of llorta- 
Fayal, Azores Islands. During tlie trip 
across, llryaut was rated apprentice of 
the llrst class. 

The squadron was anchored at Ilarta 
Fayal but a few hours when orders were 
received from Washington for the squad¬ 
ron to proceed w Ith all possible haste to 
Tangier, Morocco, to protect American 
interests, as a hand of brigands had kid- 
nupped aud were holding for ransom uu 
American citizen. The fleet remaiued ut 
Tangier nearly thirty days, during which 
time several landing parties were sent 
ashore and stationed in the hills outside 
Tangier. A settlement was finally brought 
about and the squadron left for Gibraltar, 
Spain Upon the arrival of the fleet at 
Gihralta, July I, 1901, Bryant was pro¬ 
moted to the rating of gunner's mate, 
third class, for having located the ban¬ 
dits' stronghold one night while reconnoit- 
erlng outside the City of Tangier

July 4 was spent at Giliraltar, and the 
usual national salutes were exchanged 
between the American ships ami the Eng¬ 
lish mcn-o'-vvar and shore batteries. 
During the afternoon there were several 
boat races, iu which both Americans and 
English participated. 

Tlie following day the fleet left Gib¬ 
raltar for Trieste, Aurtria, arriv ing there 
July 12 While there, several of the crew 
went to Venice while on leave and enjoyed 
tie* many interesting sights of that beauti¬ 
ful Italian city.

The ItcllniiadcflO, or Judges of the 
Olympic, were ten In number, selected 
by lot from the ten tribes of Mils. They 
entered upon their office ten months 
before* the festival. They were first 
schooled in the traditions nnd regula¬ 
tion* of the games, then studied the 
capacities of the athletes while they 
were still In training. They had to 
decide up m the qualifications of the 
coub*stnnts, make up tho programme 
of the games, supervise tho prepara¬ 
tion of the sceno of contest, net ns 
Judges In tho gomes nnd distribute 
the prizes. It was a |M>sltlon of honor 
nnd distinction. They enmo to the con¬ 
test elnd In purple robes, nnd sat In a 
tribune opposite tho finish of tho races 
In the stadium or hippodrome. They 
seem to have suUllvliled the function 
of Judging, but at least three were 
present to Judge In every contest. 
Their decisions were usually final, but 
nu appeal might be carried to tho 
Olympic senate. They wero nsslsted 
in the execution of their commands by 
n large aud well organized body of 
police.

The throbbing and vibration of the 
engines of a modern steamer have n 
most extraordinary effect upon the 
human heart.

A ship’s doctor will tell you that when 
he listens through his stethoscope to 
tho Uniting of n man’s heart nt sea 
It seems as If every moment tho heart 
kvouhl stop. With sturdy nnd Invalid 
passengers It Is Just the same. The 
heart ap|K»ars to the doctor ns If every 
lioat would lie Its hist. This U'lug tho 
case. It Is exceedingly dlfllcult for the 
physician to ascertain the true condi¬ 
tion «»f the traveler’s health, and he 
generally resorts to the expedient of 
slinging Ills patient In a hammock, 
where the vibration Is considerably 
lessened, though no device can over¬ 
come It altogether. -London Answers.

Start Right.

K. or the house 
or flock will tumble down or goto pieces. 
Neither yon nor any one else can make 
poultry raising highly pr dltahlc by going 
out and buying fowls of various breeds 
regardless of quality. You have a eon 
glomcrativc lot to start with; some with 
quality and a lot that are simply bird* 
some will lay eggs and some will not to 
any great extent. 


Crop Rotation. 

System in farming is the thing to be 
advised if the very beat results nre de- 
slnsl This may he hi the management 
of the crops grown, and also in the stock 
kept. It includes both stock and crops 
taken together, if the view point is how 
the farm can maintain all the stock that 
the land Is capable of sustaining from the 
products of the farm. The liest or most 
successful farmers, where grass nnd grain 
crops are the dependence for profit, are 
those who grow farm animals of all kinds 
in such number that all the liav, straw, 
fodder and grain are consumed upon the 
farm, if indeed, there is not more or less 
bought, and fed also. 


Mulching the Soil. 

To mulch the soil is to cover it. This 
is done by using straw, leaves, or any 
other suitable material, according to cir¬ 
cuit! stances, in many cases stable manure 
being employed. Mulching prevents ra 
pid evaporating of moisture and protects 
young plants against 3 lie direct action of 
the sun in dry seasons. But, while bene¬ 
fits mny accrue from the use of a mulch, 
there are also some disadvantages to be 
considered. The use of unfcrnicnted 
manure, or matter that is subject to decay 
encourages mildew nnd fungus growth, 
ns well as serving to protect Insects nnd 
parasites. Yet there are some plants 
that thrive best when nflbrdcd a covering 
and such protection should lie given. One 
of the methods of mulching is to cover 
the entire plant, removing the covering 
early iu the spring. The object of u 
mulch in winter, however, is not to keep 
out the cold from the plants, as no amount 
of covering can effect such objects. What 
Is desired is to prevent sudden freezing 
and thawing of the soil, which upheaves 
the plants and causes injury. A mulch is 
considered highly hrncflcinl when applied 
around the roots of the plants, allowing 
tlie plants to receive nil the air and light 
possible, and can lie used both winter uud 
summer, as required 


About the Grounds. 


Make a special point to colled all the 
leaves that you can gel. Use them for 
banking up buildings, for mulching plants 
for bedding in the stable and for litter lu 
the poultry house. If there is still a sur¬ 
plus, scoop out a hole lu the grouud or 
make a bin out-of-doors to he tilled with 
the leaves, w hich, as they decompose, w ill 
provide a \uluahlc fertilizer- 

I.awns may be seeded this month to 
better advantage than in the spring. 

Some trimming and pruning can be done 
ids month; hut it is not wise to heavily 
trim shrubs which do not lie down, for 
the extra branched will help to give pro¬ 
tection during tlie winter. This is particu¬ 
larly true of clematis, which often win¬ 
ter-kills to such an extent that no trim¬ 
ming i» necessary. 

Mo.-l 01 nainental tree* may be tians- 
planted successfully iu the fail, but this 
work should not he attempted with those 
which have soft, fleshy roots, like the 
magnolia ami tin- tulip tree. The larch 
should always lu* start* d in tlie fall. 

It 1 * possible to plant moat of Die ordin¬ 
al y shrubs and permanent vines this 
month successfully \ mound of soil or 
coaiac manure should he draw 11 up around 
the plants, and, if th< \ are much exposed,

The.season for sellil)g fall goods in the 
shoe stores la. now (Ivc weeks old, aud 
while the weullier lias not been of tiie 
kind to make Imperative {lie purchase of 
heavy goods, thu trade 1* not complain- 
lug, as sales have been generally satisfac¬ 
tory, ami dealers are prepared still to meet 
ail the business coming to them. 

Iu Ihe loral tlehj bpyurs have been ac¬ 
tive, tind a numbe^ of good sized con¬ 
tracts have l/ccu placed with manufactur¬ 
ers, still, the amouut ^of busbies* bcigg 
done is not uutyg, up to the seasonable 
average Buyers generally are limiting 
the *lz(* of order/) to their conservative 
estimate*, and ijigjr ability to secure 

necessary ready money- 

in the snog factories ,U»c work is turn¬ 
ing toward the spring and summer goods. 
Some fuctoriv's are taking stock before 
beginning the spring.work, hut till will be 
engaged oil the next season's lines in a 
few days. There ig *iy| some work heliig 
done ou heavy goods for immediate de¬ 
livery. The amount of duplicate order 
work is gratifyIngly large, and indicates 
t hat wholesalers and jobbers are not over¬ 
stocked, and that dealers are keeping 
their goods moviug as rapidly as possible, 
al the same time, the Intent i* to keep 
covered for emergency—hence these du¬ 
plications. 

Tans couliuue to he uu absorbing topic 
for consideration and conversation among 
shoe men, aud divers opinions on details 
are encountered. It is generally con¬ 
ceded, however, that the sale of tan goods 
for I '.108 is to exceed that of this year hy 
substantial figures.

Shoe Industry. 

A certain shoe dealer Is responsible for 
a remark which defines the sUualion In 
the boot and shoe trade at present. He 
said : “The money slump hns put the lid 
on business.” This seems to he the whole 
story in a few words, for the condition 
of the money market has affected the in¬ 
dustry, more or less, in all branches. 
There has been a noticeable change lu 
Huston. The amount of business done 
has been moderate and shipments have 
fallen behind the corresponding time last 
year. It Is evident that buyers are gov¬ 
erning their takings by their needs, and a 
conservative feeling Is encountered. 

Out of this conservative situation opti¬ 
mistic manufacturers expect to see a hot¬ 
ter condition develop, hut It will he 
marked by important changes in the busl* 
ness in which the hettur will survive, and 
the weaker be lost, but In the end a 
stronger aud firmer posit! ju will be 
gained. 

The trade at present is suffering from 
too good weather. Beautiful Indian sum* 
mer prevails generally, aud w hile It Is de. 
lightful iu mauy ways, Il does not excite 
the retail shoe market, which ju>i now is 
anxious for a few days of hluts ut w inter, 
which will scud the customers after heavy 
goods for cold aud wintry weather. 
There Is a steady trade lu staple lines, and 
In many places a new demand is growing 
for oxfords of heavy styles and tan goods 
for winterjwear, hut the real business for 
winter does not develop as is desired. 

Manufacturers have work enough ut 
hand to keep the shops busy ou heavy 
goods for a few weeks longer. Whole¬ 
salers are doing something with duplica¬ 
tions aud sizlug-up orders. Salesmen for 
w holesaleis and Jobbers are hustling for 
spring orders, and the business they are 
doing Is a promise that Hie strained con¬ 
dition will uot exist very long. A Lynn 
manufacturer is optimistic enough to be¬ 
lieve that the salutation, “A Happy New 
Year to you," will be easily offered and 
enthusiastically received. 

The trade is not fully decided which is 
to he the ruling shoe, the shluy lilsck or 
the brown, If the opinions of manufactur¬ 
ers are taken as the Index, for each shoe 
has its champions. It is safe to predict 
the haruioulous use of the two, as each 
shoe Is adapted to certain times and con¬ 
ditions specially. Asa dressy shoe for 
occasions of formality sud dignity, the 
patent leather article was chosen long 
ago. On the other hand, the neatness, 
comfort and economy of the hrowu shoe 
In places and times w hen the shiny shoe 
would lie out of place, uuconiforlable and 
expensive, haa given the brow n shoe a 
prestige that Is hard to combat Thu 
eminent fftueaa of the brown shoe for 
summer wear at oucc made it the strong¬ 
est rival of the canvas shoe, which the 
patent Icalhei could uot be 

A dealer has declared “the iau craze is 
worse than ever," aud the record* of the 
stores show that tans huw been belter 
sellers than for several years before 
The demand for tans for wiuter wear iu 
the Northwestern cities where stocks ait 
sold out show* the growth of the popu¬ 
larity of these economical shoe* Tan¬ 
ner* have succeeded iu producing l(u**ia 
calf of such cousisicucy and .color a* to 
make il more jmpular than kid, and they 
arc coullniug their efforts to providing 
the tan leather iu two shades, light and 
dark Before this all sorts of shades 
from a banana yellow to dark ox blood 
were made, but experience bus taught

An Abstract or Town Records 1 
From Hie Knrllest settlement. 

CHAPTER Ml 

Annual Tnwn Mooting Nov 1673 (’apt 
William Torrey, Deacon Thomas Dyor, 
Stephen French senior, James T.ovell, 
John Rane A Corporal Vlnlng elected 
Selectmen ; Thomas White Junior A Rich¬ 
ard Phillips, Constable* 

“With reference to the procuring of 
our Pastor's wood, the Town hath passed 
a vote that there must be ten pounds 
added to the Rate for the procuring suffi¬ 
cient wood for the year ensuing; . 
twenty cords of wood "J 

The Pastor's salary remained the same 
as before, llfty pounds, ami Stephen 
French junior, Sergcnt White, Deacon 
Dyer, John Pratt & John Vlnlng paid the 
same In money, taking as their pay the 
eighty pound Rate, In good pay, ns as¬ 
sessed by the town As good pay In 
those days meant wood, corn and other 
commodities, It Is hard to tell how much 
graft there was In the transaction 

••Voted that William Chard shall ling 
the hell and sweep the meeting house for 
which lie is to have thirty shillings for 
the year " 

“The Town agreed that the twenty men 
who agreed to bring In a coni of wood 
each, to the Pastor for his supply shall 
have seven shilling n cord." 

At a meeting of the Selectmen Jan , 

1073, the following rate was assessed

County Rate 251 18s 00p 

There came this year several more 
grants of Town land, aud Grape Island 
became the property of George Fry, 
James Smith senior, James I.uddcn senior, 
John King, James Smith, James Humph¬ 
rey and Richard Phillips ami according to 
the allottment the Island must then have 
contained about fifty acres. 

Andrew Ford at this time put In a claim j 
that he being an original Inhabitant and 
one of the purchasers of the Town, was j 
entitled to more land ami w as granted a 
few acres In the Cedar Swamp 
The meeting house now came In for re¬ 
pairs ami we (lnd the “Selectmen agree 
with Samuel White to clapboard the north 
side of the meeting house ami all other 
places as they shall be needful of clap¬ 
boards for which he shall receive twelve 
shilling P thousand ami the said Samuel 
White Is further obliged to lay a Flower 
In the said meeting house with sound, 
sizable, pine boards for which he Is to he 
paid six shillings P hundred for all so laid 
and the snid Samuel While Is empowered 
to cut so much stuff as may he needed 
from the Town Commons."

Pruning Fruit Treat. 

For old orchard* the "trimming up’ 
method I* perhap* the he*t. Cut off the 
bottom limb* to a point 3 or 4 feet from 
the ground, then cut off the end* of the 
moat extending branches. l)o not prune 
too closely. Pruning may lie tlone any 

I time thl* w inter or early spring, but the 
wound* should !*«• covered at once with 
paint. An old tree bleed* freely, aud will 
Mifl'cr If there are a large number of 
wound*on It. 

Twig DlietMt. 

It may not be generally know*, blit 
many twig disease* of tree* are spread by 
the pruning tend*. One very aticceaaful 
nurseryman dip* Id* pruning knlvc* ami 
*«w* In a solution of carbolic acid before 
beginning to prune another tree, ho If any 
germ* arc on the tool thl* treatment w ill 
destroy them. As soon a* a wound I* 
made it I* a good Idea to disinfect and 
paint It to keep out the moisture. There 
I* danger of tree* contracting disease a* 
the germ* enter the wound* and diseased 
place* result, or the exposed part* w ill 
begin to decay a* soon a* the moisture 
get* a hold.—Apple Specialist. 

The Pasture. 

The pasture Is the exponent of the 
farm. It should have growing In It all 
the grasses and legumes Mittalili* to the 
soil and climate. No one plant make* a 
good pasture, because each plant has Its 
season for blooming, after which It I* not 
a good gra/.ing plant. Where half a 
dozen grasses ami as many legumes grow 
together, each l* at Its best for grazing 
In Its ow n time. Young grasses ami le¬ 
gumes are nature’s perfect ration for do¬ 
mestic animal*. Milk and meat and work 
arc had more cheaply from the pasture 
than from other sources. You will ob¬ 
serve that pasture land Increases a* farm 
help becomes scarce. Mutton sheep ore 
suggested when labor Is dear. Culti¬ 
vated crops reduce organic matter in the 
soil ami render It unlit for profitable crop 
growing Pasturing replaces organic 
matter as fat a* It goes, but there Is never 
enough of It. When good cropH of grain 
or roots are wanted, the pasture, plowed 
ami reduced I 11 season, Is the best place to 
gel them. Western farmers In the corn 
belt get their heavy crops from pasture 
land. The organic matter from the pas¬ 
ture enables the soil to resist drouth and 
furnishes plant food for the grow ing crop 
as no commercial fertilizer will. There 
are few llrst-rate pastures anywhere. 
You will catch good farmers napping in 
thl* respect oftencr than In other feature 
of the form.

The program prepared by the committee 
in charge Is one of live Interest to all the 
farmers of the Slate, being upon lines es¬ 
pecially important at this time.

Hampshire College of Agriculture aud 
Mechanic Arts, will lecture 011 "Market 
Gardening.’’ Professor Hall ha* hail a 
wide experience, Is well posted 011 the 
scientific side nf the subject and I* an In¬ 
teresting speaker.

Industry, of the United Slates Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, w ill speak on ‘ Breed¬ 
ing aud liaising of Harden Seeds."

Shoe Induatry. 

There I* a better feeling apparent In 
the boot ami shoe trade Ilian was existing | 
a week ago. The efforts to relieve the 
money stringency are being appreciated, 
and while manufacturers and wholesaler* 
arc careful, even to the extent of con¬ 
servatism, they are very hopeful for the 
future, ll is somewhat fortunate that In 
many shops reduced time !s common, and 
even sliutdow ns not unusual. Dealers are 
operating carefully, watching the pros¬ 
pects of collections, and buyers are not 
taking good* recklessly. Salesmen arc 
going out and about hopefully and are 
receiving encouragement In form of satis¬ 
factory orders for spring. Orders are 
constantly received at the factories, by 
mall, for duplications or tilling In stocks 
which are wanted In a hurry. The sales¬ 
men who are feeling the market with fall 
lines for F.mrt are not receiving much en¬ 
couragement. Business I* being done on 
the hand-to-mouth principle, and probably 
will be until more encouraging conditions 
are assured. 

Boston wholesalers are expressing their 
confidence In the future, expecting by the 
first of the new year to see business wak¬ 
ing up to great activity. Ho far, they

ALTAMAHA LAUNCHED. 

Tho Fora River Shipbuilding Co. Suc¬ 
cessfully Float Anothar Ship. 

Aug'ist 21st, 190f», there slid from the 
ways a new dealgn of ship for freight 
and passenger traffic. She was the first 
of a fleet the Company had contracted to 
build for the Brunsw lek Co., and on Tues¬ 
day, as far as launching goes, the fleet of 
Avc boats was most successfully com¬ 
pleted. 

To Miss Caroline It Godfrey of Fast 
Braintree was assigned the honor of nam¬ 
ing the craft and as she started on her 
course down the ways, by the graceful 
act and clear voice of Miss Godfrey she 
became the “Alttmaha." 

These vessels are constructed of 
mild steel from designs prepared by the 
Fore Hirer Shipbuilding Co , and are of 
the following dimensions : Length C. A., 
813 feet, 0. Breadth Md., 40 feel, 0 
Depth of Hold, 2.5 feet, (I. Displacement

John W. Foster, author of "The Prac¬ 
tice of Diplomacy,” tho time was when 
snuffboxes held nn Important part lu 
the councils of nations. Tho present 
which the Spanish government ten¬ 
dered to General Pinckney In 171)3 nnd 
which congress withheld from him was 
a gold snufflKix. 

The British plenipotentiary who at¬ 
tended the conferences at tho dose of 
the Napoleonic wars received as pres¬ 
ents twenty-four snuffboxes of the 
value of £ 1.000 each, ltichly Jeweled 
boxes were the diplomatic fashUm a 
century and more ago. but the fashion 
has changed. 

As a reminder of the olden time, Sir 
Charles Uusiell. afterward lord chief 
justice of England, tho British senior 
counsel lu tin* Bering sea arbitration 
nt Paris fn l v *t.'.i. a great collector of 
historic smilTboxes. earried a precious 
one aud was constantly offering Its 
contents to ids (olleagiics. 

After the treat., of I r.d was conclud¬ 
ed with Per. la the American minister 
to Turkey, who signed It. wrote to the 
seere’ury of stilt**: 

I would 'tg- t the following pres¬ 
ent A diamond snuffbox of the value 
of $ 1,000 for the sluih; t » Mlr/a Agbru 
Khan, the gran I vizier, a diamond 
snuffbox to the value of $3,000; to 
Farrukh Khan, with whom the treaty 
was negotiated, another of the same 
value; to Mlrzu A limed lvhun, the 
Persian charge at Constantinople, u 
diamond snuffbox to the value of 
I'J.OOO."
